X have examined a set of specifications and 
a plan of proposed repairs to Bussell Dam on Potash Brook, the 
property of the Strathmore Paper Company, all filed on 
March 1, 1956 and report as follox^s; 

The dam is a masonry spillway structure on Potash 
Brook at a point where the drainage area is about six and one- 
third square miles. The masonry is a heavy, section and forms 
a pond about 12 foot in greatest depth and about one-third 
acre in size* It is a fire protection pond for the VJoronoco 
section of Russell* 

In the flood of August 1955 the bank of the stream 
on the loft side was completely washed away together with the 
adjacent main road. The dam was thus breached around the end 
and the Brook flowed around the dam. Tba masonry structure 
of the dam remained unchanged • 

The proposed repairs provide for a two foot wide 
stone masonry wall to be constructed across the breach and 
to be connected to the existing masonry. A rook fill will be 
placed upstream and downstream of the masonry wall. The slope 
of the fill will be 2 on !• Stone fill on the upstream side 
shall rise to a height of 10 feet while on the downstream side 
it shall rise to the top of the masonry wall* An impervious 
blanket of local material shall be placed under the upstream 
fill* 

In the future it can be expected that at time of 
very high runoff -from the Crater shed* water of Potash Brook 
will flow over the new wall and fill* Consequently the fill, 
especially the downstream portion, must be very heavy. The

Gentlemen: 

Reference is made to your letter of Sept. 18, 1957 regarding 
repairs to the dam at Russell Pond in Russell. 

According to the description of planned work at the dam, you 
will be doing certain repair and maintenance work consisting 
of grouting at the present spillway and pointing up of the side 
wall of the spillway culvert. It is my understanding that you 
also plan to level certain loose fill placed in a washed out 
area which occurred during the flood of 1955. 4 layer of clay 
is to be used in an attempt to seal off this loose fill. 

Based upon this planned work, it would not be necessary to pre- 
pare and file drawings. The work is in general of a mainten- 
ance nature and thus does not incorporate any major change to 
the dam or spillway. 

In regard to a recommendation for the installation of a flood 
gate at this dam, the undersigned feels that the spillway capa- 
city should be increased to pass greater flood flows. Flood 
flows in the past have washed over portions of the dam other 
than the spillway. No major damage has ever occurred because 
of the nature of the dam. However, it would be well to con- 
solidate and pave as much of the area of the dam as is possible 
and reasonable in order to provide adequate overflow area for 
major flood flows* 

The construction by the Turnpike Authority in raising the road 
just downstream fromyour dam does reduce the possibility of 
damage to property and injury to persons downstream should flood 
flows wash thru your dam* Even with this downstream barrier and 
additional culvert capacity, it would be advisable to increase 
overflow capacity at the dam. You should not depend upon the 
road embankment to act as a dam should your own dam fail. This 
embankment was not designed to serve as a dam but undoubtedly 
would be substantial enough to hold back flood flows.

"Protective work is needed at this dam near the left end and below 
the stone masonry wall. Water overflowing this wall washes away 
the earth and fill adjacent to the left abutment of the main dam. It 
is possible that this abutment could be undermined and thus cause a 
failure of the dam. Very heavy riprap fill should be placed in front 
of the stone masonry wall and adjacent to the left abutment of the 
main dam.

your attention is called to the following conditions noted and recommenda- 
tions made by him. 

"Russell Pond Dam 

The concrete masonry forming this dam was found to be in fair 
condition. On the day of inspection, the water level in storage was 
about 12' below the concrete masonry spillway crest. Flashboards 
were on the crest. These should be removed until after the Spring 
run-off. Each year flashboards on the crest of the spillway of this 
dam should be taken off in the Fall and kept off until after the Spring 
thaw of the following year. The earth section of the dam was found 
to be in satisfactory condition. 

The main culvert under the roadway immediately downstream of the 
dam could be plugged with logs, debris and barrels lying around on 
andjjust below the dam. All of this junk material should be cleaned 
up. Though this material does not endanger the dam proper, It does 
present an unkempt and dirty appearance in the area of the dam, 
besides providing the means with which the culvert under the highway 
could be plugged in time of heavy storm flow run-off.

The two auxiliary culverts at higher elevation provide a safety 
outlet for water should the main culvert be plugged. Since a 
portion of the shore area is well maintained, it would seem 
advisable that the entire area of the pond, and particularly the 
dam, be well kept and well maintained. " 

As pointed out in the report of the County Hydraulic Engineer, the fact 
that debris, logs and steel drums are lying about the general area of the 
dam does not endanger the safety of the dam, but these items could plug 
the highway culvert and possibly contribute directly or indirectly to 
damage to the highway fill and property in the general area. 

It has been the general policy to remove flashboards from dam spillways 
in the Fall of each year and then replace these flashboards in the Spring 
unless the dam and spillway are designed for year round use of flash- 
boards. It would be advisable to remove the flashboards from the 
spillway at your dam at Russell Pond until after the Spring heavy run-off 
conditions occur.

In this case it aopears that the flood water first 
ceiiie around the end of the dike onto the paper mill 
property before it washed out the dike itself. 

In other words the dike even if properly built would 
have to be extended upstream for considerable more 
distance to be effective if a flood of the volume of 
the recent floodoocurs namely about seven feet of water 
going over the dim. 

If my understanding Is correct it is questionable 
wh ether or not this dike comes under the control of the 
County, It appears to be a legal matter to decide 

on the extent of the authority granted the County under 
the Legislative Act, 

The facts are as follows: 

The dam was built in 1906, modified in 1908. Probably 
the ri^er flooded the low lands which is now the site 
of' the Paper Mill in the year 1878 and Spring of the year 
i908. About 1908 a dike was built from the dam upstream 

about one thousand feet to prevent this inundating of the 
low lands. 

The dike failed in the recent flood and again flooded the 
property. 

As far as the strength of the existing dam is concerned 
the dike has no value,

The power house was changed to east side of river. Russell Falls 
Company built the dike. Agreement Y/as made between the Railroad 
and the Company (Russell Falls) but Mr. Cone doesn't know anything 
about it. The promontory was a natural condition and it is very 
narrow at the site. The dam and dike both start at the end of 
the promontory. Mr. Parks stated the dike was built before 
the change of • the dam on agreement between the Russell Falls Co., 
and the Railroad as Mr. Cone stated. 

Mr. Bond said when changes were made they, added 8" in highth of 
the spillway, that v/ould give higher water in time of flood. \

calls part of the dam. Mr. Gone then said why don't we call 
the dike part of the dam.

In November your Engineer made an inspection 
of our dam on the Westf ield River and reported certain 
sections that needed repairs. We have made an inspection 
of this dam ourselves and our Engineer has recommended 
that certain areas be repaired and we are giving this 
consideration and probably most of the necessary work 
will be completed this year. 

That portion of the dam from our rack house 
outward approximately 167 ft. is in very poor condition 
and all must be replaced. As you undoubtedly remember 
after the 1938 flood we reduced the crest in this portion 
of the dam approximately 22 inches at the request of the 
County Commissioners. In -doing this work, of course, we 
exposed this surface to water erosion and due to the poor 
quality of the cement that was used in the initial cons true « 
tion of this dam there has been considerable erosion.

In compliance with your letter of March 9, 1949, I con- 
tacted the. officials of the Westfield River Paper Company, Inc., and 
inspected their dam located on the Westfield River at Russell. 

The Company is now preparing plans for making repairs to 
its structure in accordance with your letter of Eovemher 3, 1948 
which read as follows: 

"In a recent inspection made of the Westfield River 
Paper Gompany dam on the Westfield River in Russell, it 
was found that the low concrete gravity dam west of the 
forehay is hadly disintegrated and in need of repair." 

Following the disastrous flood of 1938, the County Commis- 
sion recommended to the Westfield Paper Company that^the crest of 
the portion of the dam now to he repaired, he lowered two feet and 
replaced hy wooden flashboards. The specif ications approved hy the 
County in 1938 contained the following paragraph: 

"A concrete cap, previously added to the original dam and 
approximately two feet in height, is to he removed for a 
distance of approximately 220 feet. This cap to he 
removed extends from the gate house to the slah over the 
original power house. Provision is to he made and pipe 
sleeves installed for the installation hy the owner of 
flashhoards two feet in height. After the construction 
of the flood control dam at Knightville on the Westfield 
River, the top of this dam at Russell will he restored 
hy permanent structure to its present height. (Under a 
separate contract)." 

Based on the Wording of the ahove paragraph, the Company 
now requests permission to again raise the permanent crest to its 
elevation prior to the 1938 alterations.
